wum, Slave Case in Ohio—Thirty- 
4 Seven Persons Indicted. 


The Grand Jary of the Northern District of 


Ohio have returned in the United States Vircuit 
Cout indictments against thirty-seven persons 
tor being concerned in the rescue, at Welling 
ton, Loraine county, of the negro John, claimed 
as the slave of John G. Bacon, of Kentucky, and 


Anderson Jennings end J. K. Lowe, acting as 
agents tor bacon under the provisions oe the Fu- 
gitive Slave Law. 

Twenty six of the persons indicted are white 
aad elevevare colored men. Among the former 
is Prot. Peck, of Oberlin. The circamstences 

» attending rescue are briefly these: Jobn, the 
fugitive, found his way to Oberlin. where he re- 
sided for some time. But bis claimants got on 
his truck and employed a couple of Democratic 
blood hounds to seize him. 

A son of Lewis D. Boynton, one of the Grand 

Jurors inveigied the negro in question into the 
clutches of the slave hunters, by representing 
to bis victim that be could have employmeat on 
Boyaton’s farm in the neighborhood of Oberlin- 
and by starting with bim im a buggy, ostensi- 
bly for the farm, but in reality to deliver the. 
colored boy into the hands of his pursuers from 
Kentucky. Lewis D. Boynton, ea applicant 
for the Oflice af Postmaster at Oberlin, under 
these cireumstences, is selected and acts as a 
(irand Juror, t find indictments against his 
neighbors and tellow citizens of Loraine county, 
in order, if possible, to sabject them to the pains 
and penalties of the Fugitive Law. 
When the kidnapping was discovered the col- 
ored people turned out to his rescue, and the 
white citizens refased toaid the slave hounds in 
holding on to their prey. For this they are in- 
dicted! The rescue took place Septembe 
18, 1858. 

The Grand Jury appear to have been packed 
for the job. Almost every man on it is a pro- 
slavery doughface. We recognize the names 
of half a dozen of the vilest Sankeys in the Onio 
Locofceo party on this packed jury. The Judge 
bimself(Wilson) isan unmitigated doughfere, 
and the Marshai is one of the most rabid pro- 
slavery demagogues in that State.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


AN Lerunssrixd Courr.— Hon. 
Geo. Manniere, Presiding.—David Wittkousky el. 
al. Trustees of the Khilo Bnai Sholoum (Society 
of the Sons of Peace) vs. Orrin - Kendall. This is 
the case of the Jews whose sanctuary it was 
alleged was violated, and for which they claimed 
$10,000 damages. Tho case excited great interest 
among the members of this church, whe filled the 
little room where Judge Manniere is sitting to its 
utmost capacity. The facts of the case, as we 
gather them from the testimony o ered by the 
plaintiffs, and the statements of the defendant's 
counsel to Court in the course of argument (de- 
fence producing no testimony) are about as 
follows. 

On the 15th of March, 1855, the Jewish Con- 
gtegation in question, represented by several of 
their leading members, bargained with Orrin 
Kendali tor the lease for three years of a room 
over his bakery, on the corner of Washington 
and Dearborn streets. The defendant, howev- 
er, says that it did not then appear that it was 
for a Jewish Synagogue, bat was ostensibly 
hired for a Peace Society, which he soon found 
to be a Jewish Synagogue. The terms were 
$500 per annum, payable $25 per month. No 


members shoutd sign a lease--he declining to 
deal with them asa community. They failed, 
bowever, to sign it from some cause or other, 
bot paid their monthly rent regularly et the ex- 
piration ot each mouth, until the fall of 1856 ~- 
nearly two years. 

At this time he says he was calculating on

On the 19th of January 1857 he closed up the 

door, taking off the old locks and putting on 

new ones.

The benches were piled up in a 

corner with the other furniture; the curtains 

about the altar, it is alleged, were drawn aside, 

and one of the doors of the ark itself was 

opened; the Five Books of Moses, which were 

holy written on parchment, lying in the 

ark, were subjected to the touch of Gentile 

hands—a profanation of the most enormous 

kind, as the Rabbi himself testified. 

For this outrage damages to the amount of 
$10,000 were claimed. He not fled them that 

he had taken possession, when some mem bers 
of the congregation came and took away the 
Five Books of Moses. He told them to take 
away everything they had there, but they did 
not, and so matters stood until March, 1857, 
when this action was bought tor the above tres- 
pass. 

The certificate of incorporation and election 
of trustees according to the statutes of this 
State was offered in evidence, but the recording 
of the same bore date Jan. 12, 1957, three days 
after the trespass, 

At the conclusion of the plaintiff "s testimony, 
the de‘endant’s counsel moved to exclude the 
hie of it, on the ground that they were not a 
cyrporation at the time of the trespass, but only 
s voluntary association, This case was argued 
at length by the counsel on both sides, and yes- 
terday morning decided in favor of the defend- 
anti, and the whole case was thus at once ended 
for this Court. The case will be taken to the 
Supreme Court by the plaintiffs.
